However, 
the Examiner suggested that Applicant's representative might consider future arguments directing the Examiner's 
attention to the perceived deficiency of the applied reference Herz in addressing the association of "updating said user 

profile with items from said at least one selected cluster " etc. The Examiner advised that any new arguments
